In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed November 
22, 2005, applicant hereby provisionally elects the species identified by the Examiner as 
corresponding to Fig. 3, with traverse. 

Included herein is a Petition for extension of time, extending the period for response to 
the above-referenced Office Action by two (2) months to February 22, 2006. 

The Examiner identified claim 1 as being generic to the two species identified by the 
Examiner. Applicant respectfully submits that each of claims 1-7, 14, 17-23, 25, 28, and 29 are 
generic to Figs. 2 and 3 and that claims 8-13, 15, 24, 26, and 30-40 are specific to the species of 
Fig. 3. 
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Applicant respectfully traverses the restriction raised by the Examiner at least on the 
following grounds: 



1 . The Examiner has not shown that the subject matter of Figs. 2 and 3 would involve 
any difference in search, classification or likely future classification. (MPEP 808). 

2. The subject matter of Figs. 2 and 3 would involve the same field of search and same 
classification (with no clear indication of a future separate classification between those species). 

In view of the commonality of search and classification, withdrawal of the restriction is 
requested. 

Withdrawal of the restriction and an initial Office Action on the merits are requested.
